Report of School Board 


TO THE CITIZENS OF MADISON: 


In accordance with the usual form and state re- 
quirements, we submit the following report of the 
school district of Madison for the fiscal year ending 
February 15, 1916. 

Our report includes the report of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools as well as the financial and statistical 
data suggested by the State Department and our an- 
nual recommendations. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Mrs. CHAIRMAN AND MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD: 


I have the honor and pleasure to submit for your 
consideration my fourth annual report of the schools of 
Madison for the year ending February 15, 1916, it 
being the seventh in the series of such reports. 

The regular work of the curriculum has been car- 
ried along in much the usual way with a more or less 
changing emphasis in order to strengthen the work in 
different subjects when there appeared to be a falling 
off in efficiency. 

Standard tests have been given in all the schools 
above the third grade in spelling, English and writing. 
Tests are to be given in arithmetic and paragraph read- 
ing as soon as material can be gotten ready. These 
tests are to be given from time to time to measure and 
test the efficiency of the schools. By these tests, we 
shall be able to measure not only the school as a whole 
but the quality of the teaching and thereby will show 
whether or not we are getting satisfactory dividends 
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on our investments. Thus far the results appear very 
favorable and gratifying to the examiner. The Mason 


- school measured the highest in the supervisory district 


in spelling andin English. The grading of the writing 
has not yet been completed. 

We are gratified to be able to report that we suc- 
ceeded in retaining two of our efficient teachers of last 
year, namely, Miss Manora Tuttle for the Corner 
school and Mrs. Lena S. Herrick for the Mason school. 


Miss L. Bessie Parker taught the Nickerson school for 


the fall term resigning at Thanksgiving time and her 
place has been filled by Miss Emma B. Ketchen, a 
Lowell Normal School graduate. The position in the 
Lake school made vacant by the resignation of Miss 
Mayola F. Furber, whom we could not induce to re- 
turn, was filled by Eleanor Cunningham, a Salem Nor- 
mal School graduate. 

Books and supplies have been purchased and fur- 
nished as required by law. There have been no 
changes but some supplementary reading has been pur- 
chased treating of various subjects, such as nature 


. study, geographical reading, hygiene, animal stories, 


etc. The other books have been for reference or to 
supply those worn out. 

The Board of Health is to enforce the compulsory 
vaccination law. This requires that all children shall 
be vaccinated in order to attend the public schools. The 
time has been extended till not later than the opening 
of the fall term of school in 1916. I hope that every 


- parent will look after this matter so that there will be 
no delay on the part of any child in not being prepared 


to attend school on the first day. <A certificate of vac- 


-cination will be required of every child on entering 


school in the fall if he has not already filed one with the 
Board of Health through the schools since January 1, 
1916.

The children at the Lake schoo] gave a very suc- 
cessful entertainment and with the funds purchased 
screen-doors and window screens for the school house, 
paid a part for redressing the school desks, purchased 
a bird book and flower book (both with - colored 
plates) and a pencil sharpener for the use of the 
school. ; 


The pupils at the Corner school, with money earned 
by entertainments, have purchased play ground appa- 
ratus consisting of see-saws, swings, croquet, etc., a 
paper cutter and a pencil sharpener. They have, I 
understand, other projects in mind for the betterment 
of the school. The teacher and pupils deserve a vote 
of thanks for what they have accomplished. 

The playground apparatus has been much enjoyed 
by the members of this school. Play.is very valuable 
for it is the one activity in which the whole child takes 
part. Playground apparatus is a valuable asset to 
any school. Through the supervised recess, with 
simple apparatus, pupils may be taught how to play 
wholesome games and thus make their school life more 
valuable. 


Two of our school houses have no school grounds 
on which children can play. The highway and the 
neighbor’s field offer the only opportunity for free play 
with no place for apparatus if it should be secured. 
This is an injustice to child life. Along with the men- 
tal work of the school, there should be offered a chance 
for free play on ample grounds which the child can use 
without fear of trespassing. Directed and free play 
are as much a part of an education and as important as 
is any subject in the curriculum. By the proper use 
of play, a child is prepared to do more and better men- 
tal work. Let us hope that means many be provided 
for some playground apparatus for all the schools in 
town, and where there is no suitable playground let 
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us hope that the district will take action to see that such 
is provided. A teacher’s desk has been purchased for 
the Nickerson school and a book case and chairs for 
the Lake school. 

At the present time, we have seven pupils attending 
secondary schools. For five of these, the district pays 
tuition. There were several others who completed the 
work of the grammar school but for various reasons, 
were not able to attend a-high school this year. We 
hope that some of these will find it possible to go far- 
ther in their school work and not be content to rest 
with simply a grammar school education. | 


REPAIRS. 


A few needed repairs have been made during the - 
year ; viz., the Mason school building has been shingled, 
painted and papered inside, the windows repaired, 
desks varnished and a new stove purchased; the Nick- 
erson school house has been painted and ceiling and 
desks varnished; a new hardwood floor has been laid in 
the Corner school building and the desks varnished; a 
hardwood floor laid at the Lake school, the desks 
scraped and redressed and the woodwork painted and 
wall tinted. Some grading has been done at the Lake 
school to fill up the hollows in front of the steps where 
_ water stood for several days after every rain. The 
remainder of the repairs have been of minor import- 
ance. 


NEEDED REPAIRS. 


The Mason school house needs a new floor, the 
underpinning repaired, some new out-buildings and a 
wood shed. The building is very poorly lighted having 
low, small windows on three sides. The windows 
should not be on more than two sides, (left and rear,) 
better only one, and as near the ceiling as is possible. 
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The glass surface should equal from one-fifth to one- 
fourth of the floor space. Why not take this building 


and make it into a modern rural school building? This 


school has increased in numbers since it was opened 
and the quality of the work is of good grade. It is 
only just that these children should have a more com- 
fortable school home. 4. 


All the school rooms should have jacketed stoves. 
‘They are not expensive and: will pay a big dividend on 
the investment by giving the children greater comfort 
in their school homes which leads naturally to more rand 
better work from the pupils. 

The lighting as well as the heating is defective in 
all of the school buildings and very unsatisfactory for 


the best work and comfort of the pupils. Why not. 


take at least one building a year and make the lighting, 


heating, ventilation and toilet conditions as they should © 


be? I sincerely hope that the district will take this 
matter under serious consideration for the purpose 
and take positive action at the annual meeting. 


ATTENDANCE. 


» The attendance for the fall term of 1915 was not | 


as good as a year ago owing to the inability of a few 


to attend regularly. Last year, owing to our high per- - 


centage of attendance, we got from the state an in- 


crease of $28.50 making $109.50 for average attend- - 


ance insted of $81 as the year before. Does it not pay 


for parents to make an effort to have their children in. 


schoo!? 

The foiiowing data taken from the reports to the 
State Depart tment for the years ending July 15th, has 
some interest for the citizens as a matter ofcomparison: 

1912 per cent. of attendance was 85 with 379 tardy 
marks, ; 


- 
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1913 per cent. of attendance was 88.08 with 382 
tardy marks. 


1914 per cent. of attendance was 92.04 with 364 
tardy marks. 


1915 per cent. of attendance was 94.91 with 180 
tardy marks. 


It is interesting to note the increase in the per 
cent. of attendance from year to year and that the num- 
ber of tardy marks have been cut in halves in four 
years and at the same time the school year has increased 
from thirty weeks to thirty-six and one-half weeks. 
The last is in some measure made possible from the 
extra money received from the state from increased 
attendance and approved teachers. 


The better attendance, less tardiness and longer 
year account, in some measure for the greater efficiency 
in our schools. Our percentage of attendance has 
probably reached about its high water mark. It is 
possible to raise it a little higher but not as much as in 
other years from the nature of the situation. We must 
keep on striving or else we shall go back and that will 
never do for what we have once attained we must keep.

I think some of our eR attendance is due to the 
fact that the schools open early in the fall and continu- 
ing late in the spring, having the longest vacation dur- 
ing the season of bad roads and inclement weather. I 
have observed that our poorest attendance is during 
the winter terms. 

I am inclined to believe that if our school buildings 
could be properly screened better and more satisfactory 
results could be secured if the schools should begin 
earlier than now and close about the same time, 
namely, July first.

ADMISSION OF PUPILS. 

I wish to call the attention of the parents to the 
regulation adopted by the School Board previous to the 
annual report of 1914, namely, “Pupils shall be regu- 
larly admitted to the first grade during the first three 
weeks of the school year only, it being understood 
that a child of six years of age or who shall attain 
that age during the calendar year is eligible for ad- 
mission.”’ ; 


Note. The school year begins with the fall 
term and ends with the close of the spring term. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S TIME. 


I have given assistance, suggestions and direc- 
tions to the teachers at the time of my visits or in writ- 
ing as the situation required. 

I have made eighty-two visits to the schools. Dur- 
ing the year, [ have attended three teachers’ institutes, 
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taking part in one, two meetings of the Educational 
Council, State Teachers’ Association, two meetings of 
superintendents, and took three courses in education 
at Dartmouth College Summer School. My professioal 
reading and study has been along lines of recent inves- 
tigation and experiments for school betterment. The 
best results of this study, I have endeavored to make 
use of in our own school system as far as is possible. 

My time, in the supervisory district, has been di- 
vided as last year, namely, one-eighth each to Madison, 
Bartlett Special and Bartlett Town and five-eighth to 
Conway. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


Transportation has been furnished as follows: for 
pupils attending Conway village school from the Tas- 
ker neighborhood; partial transportation, for the 
Littlefield and Hoyte girls from East Madison; trans- 


_- portation on stormy days for the Schonchieff boy and 


' the smallest Ward boy; and for the winter term, trans- 
portation of the Hurd girl who lives on the Conway 
road. All of these live a long distance from school. 

The law says: “School Boards may use a portion of 
the school money, not exceeding twenty-five per cent. 
for the purpose of conveying scholars to and from 
school.” 

It will be seen that the matter of transportation is 
left entirely at the discretion of the school boards. 

LABOR CERTIFICATES. 

One labor certificate has been issued in the Mad- 

- ison school district the past year. 


CONCLUSION. 


I wish to take this opportunity to extend to all my 
hearty thanks for the assistance and cooperation in so 
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many ways which have made possible our school rec+ 
ord for the past year. May we not look for better re- 
sults in the future by closer cooperation.
